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Hammer 
murderer 
is handed 
life term 

A MAN who bludgeoned his 
best friend to death has been 
jailed for life for murder. 

William Spence must 
serve a minimum of 17 years 
for killing Kevin Jones who 
died of brain injuries follow¬ 
ing an argument between 
the two men at the house 
they shared in Buxton Road, 
Dudley. 

On Tuesday spence was 
found guilty of the murder 
and causing actual bodily 
harm to Mr Jones’ mother, 
Jean, as she tried to protect 
her son during the hammer 
attack. 

Spence, aged 39, was con¬ 
victed at Wolverhampton 
Crown Court. The family of 
Mr Jones looked on and 
hugged each other as the 
verdict was read out. 

During the trial the court 
heard five fatal blows with a 
hammer were rained on Mr 
Jones’ head. 

The pair had been arguing 
at the house. 

Mrs Jones had told the 
court she heard a “tremen¬ 
dous bang” as her son Kevin, 
47, fell from the top of the 
stairs to the hallway follow¬ 
ing the row. 

She told how she lay 
across his body and tried to 
wake him while Spence, 
known by his nickname Dec, 
stood near them. 

Spence turned to walk 
upstairs, Mrs Jones said, 
returning “within seconds” 
holding a hammer with 
which he hit her. 

Fraud case 
adjourned 

A DUDLEY woman has 
admitted a £25,000 benefits 
fraud. 

Denise Lomas, aged 57, of 
Maple Road, claimed just 
over £19,000 in housing ben¬ 
efit and almost £5,000 in 
council tax benefit between 
2004 and 2007. 

The total overpayment 
was £24,285.49. 

She appeared at Dudley 
Magistrates Court on Mon¬ 
day, speaking only to con¬ 
firm her name, address and 
age and to enter guilty pleas 
to 10 charges. 

The case was adjourned 
until January 28.

Extra cases 
for hospital 
cost £2.5m 

Hospital bosses in Dudley were forced 
spend an additional £2.5m on extra staff and 
beds in recent months to treat hundreds of 
extra patients. 

Around 800 more patients came through 
Russells Hall in the seven months to the end 
of October than the same period last year. 
Hospital bosses said they had to bring in 
more staff and additional beds in order to 
cope with the unexpected increase. 

Latest figures show 22,500 patients came 
into the hospital either for emergency med¬ 
ical treatment or surgery during those 
seven months. This equated to an increase 
of 3.6 per cent in emergency admissions 
year-on-year, according to the hospital 
trust. Trust chief executive Paula Clark said 
the increase was in line with national fig¬ 
ures of 3.8 per cent. 

“Accommodating more people who arrive 
at Russells Hall Hospital as an emergency 
means we have had to be more selective 
about how we plan operations for people 
who elect to come to hospital,” she said. 

“This in turn has caused our income for 
planned operations to be lower than antici¬ 
pated. Extra emergency patients also mean 
we have needed to open up additional beds 
and employ more staff through our own 
staff bank, and from agencies at a higher 
cost.” The Dudley Group NHS Foundation 
runs a staff bank system to ensure that it 
has enough staff to call on. 


on its waiting list. 

Chairman John Caulwell said: “We 
need to find a suitable alternative base to 
secure the club’s future. 

“The problem we have now is the 
school is not big enough and the costings 
are too high. 

“Since the Olympics we have seen the 
number of people wanting to join 
increase, but there is not enough capacity 
where we are. 

“We need a larger base to bring the peo¬ 
ple in.” 

Mr Caulwell said the proposal to move 
to the industrial unit in Netherton was 
one of a number of options being consid¬ 
ered. He would not name the other sites 
being looked at. 

Grant 

The club has received a grant from 
Sport England, but needs to spend the 
cash by the end of March. 

Apart from the one-off grant, the club 
is solely funded by membership fees and 
it struggles to pay its £28,500 a year rent. 

Five coaches have already been laid off 
this year to help the club balance its 
books. 

The £9,814 grant cash is earmarked for 
a new ring frame, parallel bars, a pommel 
horse, vault tracks and coaching blocks. 

Kristian, aged 23, of Wednesfield, 
helped win Great Britain’s first medal in 
the team event for a century when they 
scooped bronze at London 2012. 

He is regular member and still trains at 
the club every week. 

Dudley Council is expected to make a 
decision on the club’s planning applica¬ 
tion by the end of January. 

There are currently five international 
competitors training at the club along 
with Kristian, including Mr Caulwell’s 
13-year-old son, Harry, who is a member 
of the Great Britain squad.

DUDLEY has plummeted 
down the national school 
league tables despite young¬ 
sters achieving improved 
standard assessment tests 
(SATs) results this year. 

The borough fell 19 places 
to 118 out of 152 local 
authorities, according to 
data from the Department 
for Educaton (DfE). 

Last year 73 per cent of 
youngsters in Dudley 
achieved Level four or above 
in English and maths com¬ 
pared with 77 per cent this 
year. 

Council cabinet member 
for education, Tim Crump¬ 
ton, was quick to defend the 
performance of schools 
across the borough. 

He said improvements 
were being made in pri¬ 
maries. “It is more impor¬ 
tant to me to see us 
progressing locally, if we 
weren’t, then I would be con¬ 
cerned,” he added. 

Nationally, the number of 
primary schools failing to 
give pupils a good grounding 
in the three Rs has halved in 
the space of a year. 

Pedmore CE Primary in 
Stourbridge was the best 
performing school in Dud¬ 
ley, after every pupil who 
took the Key Stage 2 exams 
achieved Level 4 or above in 
English and maths. 

Funds plan

CAMPAIGNERS battling to 
save Dudley Hippodrome 
are launching a fundraising 
drive aimed to pull in more 
than £250,000 for their 
plans to reopen the theatre.

Charlie in 
new battle 
to conquer 
leukaemia 

A MIDLANDS boy who is 
bravely battling leukaemia 
for the second time, is having 
a pioneering new treatment. 

Charlie Harris-Beard, 
aged two, of Kidderminster 
is being cared for by staff at 
Birmingham Children’s Hos¬ 
pital after receiving the trial 
drug and also under-going 
chemotherapy. 

The treatment is giving 
his newly-married parents 
fresh hope. 

His family were told doc¬ 
tors in this country had no 
cure for his condition. 

But in an update to well- 
wishers on the family’s Face- 
book page, his mother Fiona, 
revealed he had finished the 
first round of treatment, she 
said: “Now it’s just a long 
wait to see if it’s worked the 
magic we so desperately 
need.” 

Charlie’s sister and cousin 
have also been updating fol¬ 
lowers, known as Charlie’s 
Army. 

Charlie has started the 
Aurora Kinase treatment, a 
drug which is administered 
over 72 hours every 21 days 
via intravenous infusion. 

The drug is intended to 
inhibit cancer growth by 
blocking the enzymes which 
cause cancer cells to grow. 

His mother Fiona said: “If 
this goes well it would give a 
partial remission.”

Tributes as music man Bob dies,

Retired Dudley music shop owner 
Bob Nash, who is credited with 
keeping the likes of Led Zeppelin, 
Slade and Roy Wood on the road, has 
died aged 74 

Mr Nash ran Modern Music, oppo¬ 
site the Hippodrome in Castle Hill, 
Dudley, for 35 years, supplying hun¬ 
dreds of local bands and musicians 
with equipment and a repair service. 
Robert Plant and John Bonham, of 
Led Zeppelin, Noddy Holder and his 
crew from Slade, and Wizzard’s Roy 
Wood were all regular customers at 
the height of their fame. 


The grandfather, who retired and 
closed the shop about eight years 
ago, collapsed and died at his home 
in Love Lane, Oldswinford, on 
December 8. 

Friend and former customer Alan 
Clee, who was guitarist with the 
1960s Wolverhampton band Finders 
Keepers, said: “Bob, along with his 
business partner, guitarist extraor¬ 
dinaire Jack McKechnie, supplied 
hundreds of musicians with equip¬ 
ment and a repair service second to 
none. 

“The likes of super stars Slade, 


Robert Plant, John Bonham and 
Roy Wood, and many more, all 
depended on Bob for keeping them 
on the road, even during the height 
of their fame.” 

Bob’s late father, Jimmy Nash, 
used to be manager of Stanton’s 
music shop in Dudley town centre, 
and Jack McKechnie went to work 
there after retiring from the Hedley 
Ward Trio. Mr McKechnie used to 
demonstrate the guitars sold there 
and, after getting to know Mr Nash, 
the pair decided to set up in partner¬ 
ship with Modern Music. Mr Clee 


aged 74 

said: “Bob and Jack used to sell 
guitars, keyboards and other instru¬ 
ments and both became engineers, 
doing repairs to amplifiers and 
selling spares. In those days if some¬ 
thing went wrong with a Shure 
microphone you had to send it off to 
the USA to be repaired. 

“But Bob and Jack got a licence to 
stock the microphone cartridges so 
were able to repair mics for people 
all over the country.” Bob leaves his 
wife, Val, children, Tim and Emma, 
and grandchildren, Oliver, Eleanor 
and Henry.

Deadline 
on waste 

A WASTE management firm 
has been given seven more 
months to clear a rubbish 
mound in Dudley following a 
ruling by the High Court. 

Refuse Derived Fuel Ltd 
(RDF) must clear all rubbish 
and baled waste from its site 
in Moor Street, Brierley Hill, 
by July 10. 

The waste was as high as 
40ft in August last year, with 
negihbours claiming it 
blighted the area. It has now 
been reduced to around 25ft. 
Under the ruling, the front 
of the site must be cleared by 
March 29. There has to then 
be a full clearance by the 
July date. 

At the High Court hearing 
in Birmingham last week, 
Mrs Justice Swift issued the 
order, which has been drawn 
up by the Environment 
Agency. Speaking to Dan 
White, who represents the 
company and director 
Robert McNaughton, she 
said the company must take 
every effort to comply.

Barrow Hill is already a 
local nature reserve used by 
the public and this would not 
change.

Ballot boxes ready for the 
people to have a say on tax 


BALLOT boxes have been rolled out across Dudley borough to 
encourage residents to have their say in a debate about whether they 
would prefer extra taxes - or cuts in services. 

Dudley Council is carrying out its biggest ever consultation to answer questions on 
the issue. Ballot boxes and survey forms have now been placed in libraries, leisure 
centres and park activity centres right across the borough. 

Residents are being given the options of a weekly rise of 43p (2 per cent), 75p (3.5 
- per cent) and £1 (4.6 per cent). 


GPs to take 
over budgets 

GPs in Dudley have been given the go-ahead 
to take over responsibility for managing the 
borough’s £400 million health care budget 
next financial year. 

They will decide how the money is spent 
and buy patient services such as hospital 
care and physiotherapy. 

This is currently the role the primary care 
trust known as NHS Dudley, but will be 
handed over to the new Dudley Clinical 
Commissioning Group (CCG) in April. 

The group is among 33 across the country 
to be granted the new powers by the inde¬ 
pendent NHS Commissioning Board. 
Others include NHS Sandwell and West 
Birmingham CCG. 

Dudley CCG chairman Dr David Hegarty 
said: “The last few months working in 
shadow form has given clinicians in Dudley 
the opportunity to work together to gen¬ 
uinely make a difference to the way local 
services are provided.” 

Sir David Nicholson, chief executive of the 
NHS Commissioning Board, said creation of 
CCGs will have real benefits for patients. 
The Dudley CCG is made of 52 practices and 
manages a budget in excess of £400m. 


The council says that, if council tax 
does not increase from next April, £29 
million savings will be needed, on top of 
the £30 million cuts over the last two 
years. 

People taking part in the survey can 
also indicate which services they most 
want to protect, including refuse and 
recycling collections, child protection and 
older people’s services. 

Councillor Pete Lowe, cabinet member 
for finance, said: “This consultation is 
about listening to local people and we 
want to make it as easy as possible for 
people to have their say. 

Delivers 

“The ballot boxes are now in around 30 
sites and we hope people will take a 
couple of minutes to take part. 

“Dudley Council delivers more than 
800 services to local people and the scale 
of the choice and the tough decisions 
before us can not be underestimated. 

“We feel it’s vital to embark on a wide¬ 
spread public consultation.” 

The consultation survey features a 
table which shows the impact various 
council tax options could have on differ¬ 
ent services. As well as the leaflet forms 
with the ballot boxes, the consultation 
can be done online at dudley.gov.uk or at 
the council’s Dudley borough Facebook 
page or via twitter @dudleymbc. Consul¬ 
tation will run to the end of February.

Days when Sunbeam raced 
ahead in Grand Prix stakes 


FOR more than 60 years Britain has 
dominated Grand Prix manufacturing, 
but it was not always thus. 

In the early days it was French cars which 
led the way, and, in the days before the World 
Championship, it was winning the French 
Grand Prix which was recognised as the pin¬ 
nacle of motor-racing achievement. 

The first British car to win the French 
Grand Prix, in 1923, was made right here in 
Wolverhampton, in Sunbeam’s Blakenhall 
factory, but it’s designer was a Frenchman, 
Louis Coatalen. 

He was a Breton, born on September 11, 
1879, and worked for a number of French car 
manufacturers before arriving in England in 
1900 to work for the Crowden Company, and 
then becoming chief engineer at Hillman in 
Coventry 

In 1909 he was recruited by the Sunbeam 
Motor Car Co in Blakenhall, to be their chief 
engineer, and immediately planned to enter 
motor-racing. He began designing purpose- 
built racing cars, which led to the first major 
triumph, a win in the 1912 Coupe de l’Auto in 
Dieppe, Sunbeams coming 1st, 2nd and 3rd,

eclipsing and astonishing the major Euro¬ 
pean manufacturers. 

In 1912 Coatalen also designed his first 
aero-engine a 150hp side valve V8, followed 
by a 225 hp VI2, which he first tested in a spe¬ 
cially-built racing car named Toodles V 

In October 1913, this car, at Brooklands, 
broke eight world endurance speed records in 
a hour and a half. There is no doubt that 
Coatalen was a talented, even brilliant engi¬ 
neer, but he was not afraid of copying others. 

Devious 

During 1913 Peugeot cars with twin over¬ 
head camshafts swept the board in three litre 
racing, and by some devious means one of 
these found its way to the drawing room of 
Coatalen’s home, Waverley House on 
Goldthorn Hill. Here, Sunbeam mechanics 
stripped it down to discover its secrets, and 
for 1914 Sunbeam also featured twin over¬ 
head camshafts, as did the new aero-engines 
he designed at the start of the War. 

Sunbeam was a major supplier of aero¬ 


engines during the War and also built more 
than 600 aircraft, including just one of its own 
design the single-engine Sunbeam Bomber. 

All the engines were officially called 
Sunbeam-Coatalen engines, but after the War 
they were rather eclipsed by Rolls-Royce and 
Napier designs. 

Coatalen turned to his great ambition, to 
win the French Grand Prix. The Sunbeam 
company merged with Darraq and Talbot and 
Coatalen became a Director of the resulting 
STD Motors. 

In 1923 a Sunbeam finally won the French 
Grand Prix, driven by Henry Seagrave, and 
would have won the following year but for 
technical problems. Coatalen also produced 
three different cars to break the World Land 
Speed Record but Sunbeam began to experi¬ 
ence financial difficulties, and in 1934 closed 
down. 

By that time Louis Coatalen had returned 
to his native France, though he had taken 
British citizenship. He lived there through the 
War and died in 1962. He had brought great 
fame to the Sunbeam company, and to Wolver¬ 
hampton, his adopted home for over 20 years.

Plans for town s ancient 
sites are given go-ahead 


PLANS to rebuild a deteriorating 19th 
century barn in Dudley’s medieval quarter 
have been given the go-ahead. 

A nearby former municipal mortuary, yard 
canopy and workshop will also be knocked 
down as part of the redevelopment project in 
the town’s historic Court Passage. The 
scheme was approved by Dudley Council’s 
planning committee last week. Spending 
£64,000, the council will rebuild three of the 
barn’s three walls and reduce its height. 

The footprint of the building will be 
retained to provide a reminder of the site’s 
history. 

There had been concerns about the build¬ 
ing’s poor state of repair and officers feared 
it was in danger of collapse. 

The adjourning former mortuary will be 


demolished to make way for car parking for 
new offices being built in the Holloway 
Chambers and Elizabeth House Buildings. 

A total of 11 car parking spaces will be 
created under the plans. 

Court Passage is in the town’s conserva¬ 
tion area and dates back to medieval times, 
once providing back lanes to nearby proper¬ 
ties for deliveries and access to stables. The 
mortuary was used at the beginning of the 
20th century. 

Chairman of the planning committee 
Councillor Rachel Harris welcomed the 
redevelopment work. 

“We have a long and worthy-of-preserva- 
tion industrial past but it’s important for us 
to have a working town centres and have 
buildings people want to let.” 


Brickworks scheme approved 


PLANS for more than 100 new 
homes, a craft village and 
nursing home on the site of a 
historic former brickworks on 
the Dudley-South Stafford¬ 
shire border can go ahead 
after the Government gave 
the green light. 

David Wilson Homes and Weiner- 
berger have been granted outline plan¬ 
ning permission for the development at 
Baggeridge Brickworks in Gospel End, 
Sedgley. 

The developers had appealed to the 
Planning Inspectorate against South 
Staffordshire Council’s decision to 
refuse their application earlier this 
year. Councillors had argued the devel¬ 
opment would be too large for the 


village but developers say it would 
boost the area’s economy and attract 
new visitors. 

A planning inquiry was held last 
month, and now the scheme, which 
includes 140 homes, 12 craft work¬ 
shops, a 60-bedroom nursing home and 
new road access from the A463, has 
been approved after a planning inspec¬ 
tor ruled it was an appropriate develop¬ 
ment. 

Association 

The decision signals the end of the 
site’s long association with brickmak¬ 
ing which stretches back to the 1930s. 
During the inquiry, the hearing was 
told the plans go against the Black 
Country Core Strategy, which lays out 
guidelines for major building projects 
in the region. 

But the applicants said there was a 


“clear need” for new houses and a 
nursing home in the area. 

Announcing his decision to allow the 
appeal, planning inspector John Pap- 
worth said the scheme would enable a 
previously developed site to be reused 
and would remove derelict buildings 
and land. 

He said the project would include the 
retention of the brickworks chimney to 
retain “a visual reminder of the site’s 
history”. Mr Papworth said the scheme 
would bring many benefits such as 
affordable housing, care home beds and 
new employment benefits. 

But the chairman of South Stafford¬ 
shire Council’s regulatory committee 
Councillor Brian Cox said: “We’re obvi¬ 
ously disappointed the inspector has 
concluded the development would 
provide substantial benefits.”

A BATMAN-inspired one-off 
Nissan Juke is to be offered 
as a prize to one lucky com¬ 
petition winner. 

Based on the 2013 Juke Nismo, 
The Dark Knight Rises Juke Nismo 
is a film lover’s dream come true, 
with matt black paint reminiscent of 
Batman’s ‘Tumbler’ and special 
‘bat’ detailing, including bat signal 
projectors. 

The special Juke Nismo was 
designed by Nissan Design Europe 
in London’s Paddington to celebrate 


the company’s relationship with 
Warner Bros - and, of course, the 
DVD release of The Dark Knight 
Rises. 

Under the skin, the car uses the 
same 197bhp turbocharged 1.6-litre 
engine as the standard Juke Nismo, 
which is already a range-topping 
model. 

A six-speed manual gearbox is the 
way Batman would want it if he was 
looking for a (non-bulletproof) road 
car, while a 0-62mph time of 7.8 
seconds is enough to keep most 
things in its rear-view mirror. 


A Nismo body kit, uprated sus¬ 
pension and a sleeker ‘shark fin’ 
antenna replace the standard items. 
Dual Nismo and aluminium bat 
badges appear on the front grille and 
tailgate, kick plates and the suede 
sports seats, the latter of which are 
reflective. 

Black 18in alloy wheels have red 
detailing, too, but perhaps the best 
bit of detailing is that the puddle 
lamps mounted in the undersides of 
the door mirrors project the super¬ 
hero’s bat symbol down on to the 
ground beside the car, while the 


same signal is projected on to the 
head lining inside the car thanks to 
an interior uplighter.

THERE will always be a 
market for huge, load and 
people carrying vehicles. 

If we think back a few years it 
used to be the ubiquitous Volvo 
estate car that was the vehicle of 
choice by antique dealers, furni¬ 
ture restorers and people who 
needed to move huge amounts of 
kit and equipment. 

Now entering the market place 
is Skoda with the Superb, and they 
really have capitalised on this par¬ 
ticular market. If your family or 
business needs a vehicle capable of 
moving huge amounts of equip¬ 
ment or people or both, then the 
Superb has to feature highly on 
your list. The Superb has a huge 
595 litres of space in the boot and 
believe me that is a serious amount 
of space; if you drop the seats that 
increases to a staggering 1700 
litres. 

Rear passengers will be over the 
moon with the amount of room; it 
is like driving and riding in a lim¬ 
ousine. As a six footer with my wife 
driving the vehicle I was able to 
fully stretch my legs out in front of 
me and there were still 7 or 8 
inches of free space. 

Attractive 

I am convinced I could put a 
washing machine or a spin dryer 
on the floor behind the driver’s 
seat, such is the huge space aspect 
of the Superb. 

The Superb looks quite an 
attractive vehicle, yes it is big, but 
that is what it is designed to be. As 
with all Skodas there are a wide 
choice of engine derivatives. Petrol 
choices vary from a diminutive 1.4 
litre up to a huge V6 3.6-litre 4x4 
option. If diesel is the one that does 
it for you then the Superb is avail¬ 
able starting with a 1.6-litre TDi 


producing 105 bhp which was the 
unit fitted to my test car and then 
there are a variable number of 2- 
litre TDi’s with various power 
outputs and also a 4 x 4 option. 

Being Skoda you expect value 
for money as well as a well built 
and engineered vehicle and the 
Superb did not disappoint. The 
Elegance Green line that I had the 
option of testing is a well equipped 
vehicle for its £24,390 recom¬ 
mended price. It had 16” alloy 
wheels, leather covered steering 
wheel with multi-functions which 
included controls for the radio, 
telephone and sound system, 
which is always useful. The front 
seats were electrically operated 
and have a very useful feature of a 


memory button, one of those items 
that you wonder how you ever 
managed without once you have 
become used to it. The front seats 
were also heated. 

The vehicle has a stop/start 
system to both lower the CO and 
increase the fuel per gallon, a 
feature of the Green Line deriva¬ 
tive. 

Adequate 

The 1.6-litre turbo charged 
diesel engine is allegedly produc¬ 
ing in the region of 105 bhp which 
considering the size of the vehicle 
was more than adequate for all 
conditions and driving situations. 
A 5-speed manual box was a 
delight to operate, being positive 


and not sloppy or wishy washy in 
any of the situations that driving 
demands. The performance was 
more than adequate for my needs, 
Skoda claim a top speed of 119 mph 
and they suggest a 0 - 60 gallop can 
be achieved in marginally over 12 
seconds. The feature that is 
impressive however is that Skoda 
claims a combined figure of 64.2 
mpg. 

We all take these figures with a 
pinch of salt but to my astonish¬ 
ment in a week of varied terrain 
driving in Somerset including 
motorways and twisty roads, the 
computer told me that I had actu¬ 
ally achieved 60.2 mpg, a fabulous 
result for a vehicle of this size. The 
low CO figure of 114 gm/kgs means 


a nil rated first year excise duty and 
then a mere £30 in the second year. 

The vehicle never felt daunting 
or large to actually drive, yes you 
needed to be a little careful when 
you park but if it was your vehicle 
you would soon get used to it. 

The Superb range available is 
quite extensive, they start with an 
S, which is the entry level vehicle, 
but again the level of specification 
even on an S is quite high,with alloy 
wheels, air con and an 8-speaker 
sound system, an alarm is also 
incorporated, so the basic entry 
vehicle is quite good. 

The specifications increase with 
an SE, SE Plus, and the top specifi¬ 
cation was the Elegance.

Parents are in 
the dark over 
safety seats 


MORE than half of 
parents have never 
been shown or told 
how to correctly fit a 
child seat into their 
cars, according to 
research. 

The data has come to light 
during a survey conducted 
by retailer Mamas & Papas 
and Alfa Romeo as part of 
the Safer Seat campaign, 
which aims to promote best 
practice around child car 
seats. 

The survey also discov¬ 
ered that more than three in 
five parents (61 per cent) are 
unaware that there are dif¬ 
ferent types of car seat avail¬ 
able for different kinds of 
cars. 

This lack of awareness 
could be particularly prob¬ 
lematic because installing 
the wrong type of seat into 
any vehicle could signifi¬ 
cantly compromise its safety. 

A third of those who 
answered the survey were 
also unaware that the safest 
kind of seat for a baby up to 
13kg is a rearward-facing 
one.

Albion try hard, but 
can't nail Hammers

ALBION may have been frus¬ 
trated by the Hammers, but at 
least the point snapped a Premier 
League run of three successive 
defeats. 

Try as they might, the Baggies could not 
find a way through a stubborn West Ham 
defence, writes Steve Madeley. 

Yet Steve Clarke’s men hammered hard 
enough on the visitors’ door in the second 
half to suggest the sparkling form that pro¬ 
pelled them into the top three in November 
is still bubbling away. 

After a first half that was flat in the stands 
and dire on the field, the hosts dominated 
the second period and only the Hammers’ 
woodwork and a couple of crucial defensive 
interceptions denied Clarke the victory over 
his former employers that his current side’s 
overall display merited. 

Attack 

But Albion, having rediscovered some of 
the attacking zest that had deserted them in 
their three previous matches, found that 
fortune had abandoned them against a Sam 
Allardyce side, who were content after half¬ 
time to settle for a share of the spoils as their 
hosts pegged them back. 

Christmas will bring with it some fixtures 
that Albion will view as an opportunity to 
cement their position in the upper echelons 
of the top flight. Despite Sunday’s scoreline, 
they should now attack them with some of 
their early-season momentum restored. 

They made a positive start and only a 
smart interception from Winston Reid pre¬ 
vented Shane Long getting on the end of a 
decent through ball in the opening stages. 

But a little of the verve drained away as 
the first half wore on with Boaz Myhill, 
playing his seventh game in place of injured 
No. 1 Ben Foster, smothering a dangerous 
centre from Matt Taylor as Matt Jarvis 
lurked on the edge of the six-yard box.

were a couple of efforts at goal from the 
Baggies, first when James Morrison blasted 
a shot a yard wide from outside the area 
after a link-up between Peter Odemwingie 
and Chris Brunt, then when Long wriggled 
free of two defenders just inside the box and 
flashed an effort wide.
